When  the  demonstrators,  It  says, 
headed  by  Knver  Bey,  one  of  the  lead- 
era  of  the  Younk  Turk  party,  penetrat- 
ed the  Grand  Vlzierate  in  an  attempt  to 
enter  the  council  chamber,  they  were 
stoppeil  by  Hafiz  Bey,  aide  de  camp  to 
lite  Grand  VUler,  who  fired  a  shot  at 
them.  The  aide  de  camp  of  N.tzim 
Pasha  also  fired  at  the  crowd,  h.s  bul- 
let  striking   one   of    the   demonstrators. 

Wa»   Upbraiding"   Crowd 

The  demonstrators  therupon  replied, 
and  Nazim's  aide  de  camp  «as  instantly 
killed.  Nazim,  who  was  in  the  council 
chamber,  heard'  the  shots  and  rushed 
outside.  Facing  the  demonstrators,  he 
upbraided  them,  calling  them  ill-man- 
nered curs.  While  he  waa  speaking  a 
bullet  cut  short  his  remarks  and  he  fell 
dead.  A  secret  police  agent  and  an  at- 
tendant of  the  yhelk-ul-Islam.  head  of 
the  Mohammedan  clergy,  were  also 
killed.

OTTAWA,  Jan.  24.— The  amending  of 
some  of  the  clauses  and  sections  of  the 
Lemleux  Industrlsl  Disputes  Act,  It  Is 
understood,  Is  engaging  the  attention  of 
Hon.  T.  W.  Crothers,  Minister  i»f  Labor, 
«t  the  present  time.  Legislation  bring- 
ing Into  effect  such  changes  as  are 
deemed  advisable  will,  In  all  probability, 
be  Introduced  In  Parliament  this  ses- 
sion. While  the  act  Is  generally  con- 
ceded to  be  giving  excellent,  result* 
aa  it  Is  at  present,  the  lessons  taught 
by  a  few  years  of  its  application  to 
many  hundred  disputes  make  a  number 
of  changes  desirable. 

It  Is  understood  that  some  of  the 
clausea,  of  the  old  labor  disputes  act 
will  be  Incorporated  in  the  preaent  act. 
Other  amendments  sre  being  draf*sd 
with  the  object  of  giving  some  of  the 
Clauses  greater  effect,  so  that  they  may 
define  more  cleerly  and  attain  more 
easily   their  real  intent  and  purpose. 


Mr.  .lames  Johnson,  of  Nelson,  on  be-

The  Turkish  Government  does  not 
desire  a  resumption  of  hostilities,  hut 
the  European  Powers  are  yet  less  anxi- 
ous to  witness  a  renewal  of  the  war, 
owing  to  the  danger  of  possible  compli- 
cations in  Europe.  Turkey  realises  her 
condition  of  financial  penury,  hut  this 
condition  is  chronic  to  her.  and  means 
always  can  be  found  for  keeping  afloat. 
On  the  other  hand,  from  a  military 
standpoint,  Turkey  Is  In  a  better  con- 
dition than  ever  to  wage  war  with  ad- 
vantage, especially  as  the  Government 
believes  the  forces  of  the  Allies  are 
near  the  point  of  exhaustion.  Never- 
theless the  Porte  would  prefer  to  avoid 
more  bloodshed  if  this  is  possible  with 
honor,  and  the  possession  of  Adrianople 
by   the  Allies  is  not  Insisted  on. 

Official  circles  are  confident  that  no 
coercive  pressure  by  the  Powers  need 
!,.  apprehended,  or  threats  of  Isolated 
action  by  Russia  taken  very  seriously. 
Under  these  circumstances  It  Is  felt 
here  that  the  Allies  may  coma  to  realise 
that  Adrianople  is  not  Indispensable  to 
their  wellbeing. 

Had  Saltan'*  Countenance 
LONDON,  Jan.  24. — A  dispatch  from 
Constantinople  to  a  news  agency  here 
says:  "I  learn  on  high  authority  that 
the  Young  Turk  committer  was  well 
aware  that  the  Sultan  unwillingly  gave 
way  to  the  resolve  of  Grand  Vizier 
Kiamil  Pasha  to  cede  Adrianople.  Young 
^»urk  officers  who  recently  were  receiv- 
ed by  the  Sultan  left  him  with  the  Im- 
pression that  the  would  not  object  to  a 
sudden  change  of  government,  and  that 
the  same  spirit  prevailed  in  the  famous 
council   the  Sultan   recently  convoked.

As  JTsr  As  Possibis  City's  Bequest 
In    Validating    By-Laws

That  the  Provincial  Government  wlil 
facilitate  as  far  as  possible  the  city's 
application  for  leRlslatlon  to  validate 
certain  money  by-laws  and  for  power 
to  Increase  the  interest  rate  on  ordinary 
city  bonds,  was  the  report  of  Alderman 
Cuthbert,  chairman  of  the  legislative 
commlttss  of  tha  City  Council,  submit- 
ted to  la»t  night's  session  of  the  Coun- 
cil. 

Alderman  Cuthbert  reported  that  he 
had  seen  the  Premier,  Sir  Richard  Mc- 
Brlde,  Attorney-General  Bowser  and 
Hon.  W.  K.  Ross  in  eonectlon  with  the 
matter  and  had  received  their  assurance 
that  they  would  do  all  in  their  power 
to  facilitate  maters  especially  in  view 
of  the  urgency  of  tho  city's  financial 
situation. 

Alderman  Cuthbert  also  reported  that 
he  had  interview**  Mr.  Oilman,  general 
manager  of  the  western  lines  at  the 
Great  Northern  Railway,  relative  to  the 
city's  offer  of  settlement  for  I7B.OO0  of 
the  claims  against  he  V.  *  8.  Railway 
Company.

Tills 
la  a  •  matter'  upon 'wKl«h-  the  citizens 
should  be  well  posted  and  we  would 
urge  the  Council  to  direct  the 
Comptroller  to  prepare  a  statamc 
as  early  a  .date  as  pqsslble.  How  many 
persons  are  there'  in  the  city  today  who 
could  tell  what  is  the  bonded  indebted- 
ness of  Victoria?  or  what  is  bhd  amount 
of  the  sinking  fund?  or  how  much  or 
the  sinking  fund  is  to  the  credit  of  any 
particular  by-law?  or  what  have  been 
the  different  Issues  of  bonds  under  the 
Local  Improvement  By-law?  or  a  dozen 
other  financial  details  whloh  are  of  gen- 
eral interest.  We  must  confess  that 
without  specific  Inquiry  at  the  Citj 
Hall  we  could  not  ourselves  impart  this 
knowledge  to  the  citizens.  All  this  la- 
lormation  Is  of  public  interest.  It  '  is 
of  a  character  which  the  City  Council 
should  give  to  Ohe  public  in  as  clear 
nnd   concise   a   manner  as  possible.

invaders.  Wo  plead  for  ships  on  the 
sea,  not  that  they  may  destroy  oi.i-r 
ships,  but  Jhat  they  may  render  th  > 
highways  of  the  ocean  safe  for  our 
commerce  and  keep  our  'SHmii'.lnviolate. 
We  plead  that  every  man  should  be 
taught  how  to  defend  his  country,  not 
because  we  wish  or  expect  him  to  fight, 
t  bo  that  he  may  be  safe  from  attack. 
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UNIVERSAL    PEACE 


We  are  all  as  much  in  favor  of  uni- 
versal peace  as  are  the  farmers  of  Al- 
berta. It  reads  well  that  Canada  should 
set  an  example  of  disarmament  to  the 
world.  We  all  regret  the.  necessity  of 
expenditure  on  naval  defence  as  much 
as  do  the  grangers  of  Ontario.  Where- 
in the  majority  of  the  people  differ  from 
the  members  of  these  admirable  bodies 
which  have  recently  passed  resolutions 
In  respect  to  these  matters,  is  that  we 
do  not  believe  that  to  leave  a  great  and 
rich  land  defenceless  is  calculated  to 
promote  peace.  It  seems  absolutely 
futile  at  the  present  time  to  look  for 
universal  disarmament,  and  however 
sad  a  commentary  upon  our  so-called 
Christian  civilization  it  may  be  that  we 
must  be  armed  to  the  teeth  to  prevent 
war.  such  seems  to  be  the  case  and  it- 
cannot  be  altered  by  the  passage  of 
amiable  resolutions  that  bind  no  one, 
not  even  the  people  who  vote  for  them. 

The    most    that    we    can    hope    for    In 
this   regard    Is    to    reduce   the   possibility 
of    war,   und    at    present    there   seems   to 
be  no  other  way  of  accomplishing  much 
in   this   direction   except   by   each   nation 
placing  Itself  in  a  position   to  defend  its 
own    interests    from    aggression.     Those 
who    anticipate    the    early    realiration    of 
universal     disarmament     lose     sight     of 
the   Influences    that   lead    to   war.     There 
is    no    doubt    that    at    no    very    distant 
period  of   the   world's  history   wars  were 
waged  for  the  sake  of  gratifying  the  am- 
bitions   of   individuals   or   to   resent   real 
or  Imaginary   wrongs.    Such   things  have 
little    influence      nowadays      either      for 
war  or  peace.     No  one  can  undertake  to 
say    what   may   not , happen   in   the  years 
to    come,    but    the    chance    that    another 
Alexander    6r    Napoleon    may    arise    to 
plunge   the   world   In   war   to  gratify   his 
own   ambition    is   very  Improbable.      The 
principal   source  of  danger   to  peace  lies 
In  the  demand  of  Increasing  populations 
for  room.     If  we  could  attain   that  Uto- 
pian  condition   when  all  distinctions  be- 
tween   peoples    would    he    abolished    and 
universal    brotherhood    would    be    an   ac- 
complished  fact,   the  surplus  population 
of  Germany  might  overflow  Into  France, 
the  restless  Japanese  might  find  a  rest- 
ing   place    in    a   score   of    empty  spaces; 
the  awakened  Chinese  might  be  welcom- 
ed  in    every    land.      But"  we   know    per- 
fectly  well   that  such    things   cannot  be. 
We  take  leave   to  doubt   If   the   Alberta 
farmers,   who   were   so   definite   in   their 
demand    that    Canada    should    lead    the 
wsjr    to   universal,  peace,   would   be   con- 
tent   to    have    Chinamen    and    Japanese 
for   their   neighbors.

A     STIBKIMO     DEBATE 
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These  aro  Interesting  and  fixclting 
times  In  the  British  House  of  Com- 
mons. In  the  debate  on  the  suffrage 
bill  the  question  of  party  nan  been  set 
aside  for  the  time  and  the  forces  for 
and  against  women  being  granted  the 
franchise  are  aligning  themselves.  Yes- 
terday Mr.  Alfred  Lyttleton,  n  forme" 
Colonial  Secretary,  and  a  Unionist, 
moved  an  amendment  to  the  bill  on 
behalf  of  Sir  Kdward  Grey.  It  was  to 
the  effect  that  the  male  monopoly  of 
the  franchise  cease.  The  amendment 
seeks  to  have  the  word  "male"  deleted 
from  the  opening  clause  of  the  bill, 
which  now  stands  as  follows:  "Kvery 
male  person  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
registered  as  a  parliamentary  voter." 
The  customary  arguments  In  support  of 
woman  suffrage  were  used  by  Mr.  Lyttle- 
ton to  buttress  up  his  amendment.  He 
was  followed  by  Mr.  Harcourt,  the  Co- 
lonial Secretary,  who  bitterly  attacked 
tho  granting  "of  votes  to  women,  and  in- 
cidentally he  had  some  pointed  remarks 
to  make  on  the  attitude  of  his  col- 
leagues in  the  Government  who.  are 
known  to  be  In  favor  of  the  amend- 
ment. The  nature  of  his  speech  can  be 
gathered  from  the  criticism  It  ovoked 
from  Ix>rd  Hugh  Cecil,  who  described  It 
as  the  most  damaging  he  ever  heard 
against    the  present  Government. 

There  are  three  other  amendments 
which  may  be  moved  to  the  bill,  al- 
though whether  they  are  brought  up  or 
not  will  probably  depend  on  the  fate 
which  that  now  under  discussion  meets. 
The  first  proposes  to  give  tho  franchise 
to  1,600,000  women  who  are  house- 
holders in  their  own  right.  The  second 
Is  to  give  votes  to  women  over  twenty- 
five  years  of  age  who  are  Inhabitants, 
occupiers  or  wives.  This  would  add 
6,000,000  women  to  the  voters'  list.  The 
other  amondment  In  to  give  adult  uni- 
versal franchise.  This  would  add  10.500,- 
000  women  to  the  list  and  make  the 
women  voters  a  majority  In  the  United 
•  Kingdom. 

Wo  are  inclined  to  think  that  the  flrst 
amondment  will  be  defeated.  If  this  In 
the  case,  It  necessarily  follows  that  all 
the  others  will  be  as  well.  In  the  Mouse 
yesterday  the  Speaker  made  a  ruling 
that  If  any  form  of  woman  franchise 
eras  introduced  Into  the  present  bill  he 
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publication  of.  the  evi- 
dence  taken  by  the  Doukhobor  Commis- 
sioner we  do  not  feel  like  making  any 
comment  upon  these  people,  especially 
as  they  have  informed  the  Government 
that  their  Intention  is  to  conform  to 
the  laws  of  the  country;  but  the  obser- 
vations of  Mr.  W.  R.  Maclean,  M.P.P. 
for  Nelson,  cannot  well  be  passed  over 
without  comment.  It  will  be  admitted 
that  there  cannot  be -one  law  in  Can- 
.'■: .1  for  Doukhobors  and  another  for 
other  people,  and  if  these  people  can- 
not agree  to  this,  (h.y  ought  to  find 
homes  els*  win  re.  There  are  doubtless 
many  qualities  possessed  by  the  Douk- 
hobors that  are  well  worthy  of  emula- 
tion by  other  people,  but  no  matter  how 
estimable  any  class  may  be  in  other 
respects,  they  cannot  be  permitted  to 
Bel  any  of  the  laws  of  the  country  at 
defiance,  not  simply  by  Individual 
violations  of  them,  but  by  formally  re- 
fusing to  be  bound  by  them.  More 
than  this  it  does  not  seem  to  be  either 
necessary  or  desirable  to  say  at  the 
present  time;  we  only  mention  th  • 
matter  in  order  that  we  may  give  ex- 
pression to  what  the  Doukhobors  would 
do  well  to  understand  is  the  universal 
opinion  of  the  remainder  of  the  popula- 
tion  of   British   Columbia. 


The  Canadian  Pacific  is  to  establish 
a  direct  steamship  line  between  Canada 
and  Austria,  commencing  on  Mar'ii  BO 
Trieste  and  St.  John  will  he  the  two 
terminals,  although  we  presume  the 
boats  will  come  as  far  aa  Montreal 
when  navigation  Is  open,  AVe  will  pre- 
dict that  thlB  is  only  one  of  several 
new  steamship  enterprises  on-  the  part 
of  the  C.  P.  R. 


The     awkwardness     of     the     United 

States  system  of  Government  as  ap- 
plied to  foreign  relations  is  well  illus- 
trated by  the  fact  that,  while  the  Sen- 
. ite  is  discussing  the  repeal  of  the  law 
regulating  tolls  on  the  Panama  Canal, 
the  administration  Is  discussing  the 
submission  of  the  law  to  some  sort'  of 
commission.  Such  an  anomalous  con- 
dition of  things  could  not  happen  in 
any    other    country. 


CANADIAN    SENTIMENT. 


An  observation  In  the  Toronto  Star, 
to  the  effect  that  while  titles  come  in 
free  of  duty,  uniforms  to  wear  with 
them  do  not,  reminds  us  of  what  seems 
very  like  a  hardship,  The  militia  regu- 
lations provide  what  a  militia  officer 
shall  wear,  and  the  things  cannot  he 
bought  in  Canada  and  arc  not  likely 
to  be  produced  here.  Yet  the  officer  has 
to  pay  a  heavy  duty  on  them.  This 
does  not  seem  to   be  right. 


Women  are  to  be  excluded  from  law 
practice  In  Kngland.  The  decision  was 
readied  by  an  overwhelming  vote  of 
the  British  Bar  Association  at  its  last 
annual  meeting.  This  profession  in  the 
Old  Larul  Is  Jealous  of  its  prerogatives. 
British  Columbia  has  one  woman  law- 
yes,  and  we  have  not  heard  of  very 
many  others  who  are  studying  for  the 
law.  so  that  it  is  obvious  that  here  the 
profession  i3  not  a  very  tempting  bal'. 
to     the     fair    sex. 


A  good  many  people,  not  In  political 
sympathy  with  Mr.  McLean,  M.  P.,  for 
Halifax,  will  endorse  much  of  what  he 
said  In  the  House  the  other  day  about 
certain  Knglish  politicians  who  have 
professed  to  represent  public  opinion  In 
Canada  in  the  course  of  speeches  de- 
livered after  having  visited  this  coun- 
try. The  other  day  Mr.  F.  E.  Smith, 
M.  P.,  told  a  British  audience  that  he 
was  going  to  fight  the  battle  of  Canada 
in  Kngland.  Most  of  US  were  not  aware 
that  Canada  had  any  battle  to  fight  in 
Kngland.  Mr.  Smith  would  find  It  ex- 
ceedingly difficult  to  find  a  public  man 
In  Canada  who  would  assert  that  Can- 
ada demands  anything  of  the  Mother 
Country.  We  read  tho  other  day  in  a 
British  paper  that.  Canada  had  a  right 
to  ask  something  In  return  for  her  pro- 
posed contribution  of  136,000,000  to  the 
British  Navy.  Yet  no  one  can  find,  in 
a  speech  delivered  by  a  Canadian  pub- 
lic man  or  In  any  assertion  made  by  a 
Canadian  newspaper,  the  faintest  sug- 
gestion that  any  quid  pro  quo  was  looked 
for  because  of  anything  the  Dominion 
may  do  in  that  regard.  There  is  not 
a  Canadian  who  would  not  repel  with 
indignation  the  suggestion  that  we  pro- 
pose to  contribute  to  the  navy  because 
we  hope  we  will  receive  something  in 
exchange  for  It,  other  than  the  honor 
ond  advantage  of  sharing  a  part  of  the 
cost  of  maintaining  British  prestige  on 
the    sea. 

If  the  British  people  can  see  their 
way  clear  at  any  time  to  offer  to  Can- 
ada certain  trad<>  advantages,  we  will 
accept  them  gladly  and  make  a  proper 
return  for  them;  but  the  British  pref- 
erence and  the  proposed  naval  contri- 
bution aro  not  Items  to  be  entered  on 
the  credit  side  of  Canada's  account  in 
the  Imperial  ledger.  Up  to  the  present 
we  have  Bimply  been  paying  an  old 
debt.  It  may  be  that  It  Is  only  a  debt 
of  honor,  but  that  does  not  make  it 
any  the  less  binding.  If  British  public 
men  and  newspapers  take  any  other 
view  of  the  attitude  of  Canadians  to- 
wards the  Mother  Country,  they  have 
not  yet  mastered  the  rudiments  of  the 
Imperial  situation.  Any  decent  Cana- 
dian would  be  ashamed  of  himself  If  he 
had  conveyed  the  lmpresalon  that,  by 
giving  .  u  few  millions  to  build  ships 
for  the  navy,  we  were  placing  the 
United    Kingdom    under   any   obligation 


It  would  have  been  wise  for  the  So- 
cialist members  to  have  accepted  the 
Premier's  assurance  that  the  Govern- 
ment would  see  that  they  had  ample 
opportunity  to  get  their  votes  recorded 
in  the  proceedings  of  the  House.  There 
was  no  necessity  to  amend  the  rules. 
But  they  thought  otherwise,  and  they 
must  now  realize  that  they  made  a  mis- 
take. We  do  not  suppose  any  one  wants 
to  prevent  these  gentlemen  from  going 
on  record  as  to  their  votes;  but  there 
is  some  reason  against  changing  the 
rules  of  the  House  to  meet  a  contin- 
gency   that   might   never   arise. 

Knver  Hey.  the  new  Chief  of  the  general 
staff  of  the  Turkish  Army  is  the  man 
who  was  responsible  for  the  deposition 
of  Sultan  Abdul  Hamld.  He  has  played 
a  large  part  in  the  recent  history  of 
Turkey.  His  sudden  appearance  on  Hie 
scenes  again,  for  little  has  been  heard 
of  him  since  the  outbreak  of  the  Balkan 
War,  shows  that  he  has  lost  none  of 
his  old  time  popularity.  The  story  of 
the  shooting  of  Nazlm  Pasha  in  the 
streets  of  Constantinople  is  intensely 
dramatic.  It  recalls  Napoleon's  "whiff 
of  grapeshot"  which  put  an  end  to  the 
French  Revolution.  It  may  well  he 
that  Enver  Bey  will  prove  the  Napo- 
leon of  his  country,  although  his  task 
appears    to    be    hopeless. 


The  ruling  of  Mr.  Speaker  Lowther, 
In  regard  to  the  proponed  amendment  of 
the  Franchise  Bill  by  extending  its  ap- 
plication to  women,  Is  presumably  in  ac- 
cordance With  parliamentary  practice. 
If  the  amendment  in  carried,  and  the 
Speaker  rules  .as  he  has  intimated  he 
will,  it  will  be  open  to  the  House  to 
overrule  hie  decision,  but  that  is  a 
course  not  likely  to  be  resorted  to, 
especially  as  the  question  of  woman 
suffrage  can  be  brought  forward  In  an- 
other way.  The  Government  has  no 
desire  to  drop  the  Franchise  Bill,  which 
provides  for  manhood  suffrage  and 
abolishes  dual  voting,  especially  as  the 
question  can  easily  be  raised  In  another 
way.  It  would,  we  think,  be  quite  com- 
petent for  any  member  to  introduce  a 
BUI  providing  simply  that  any  right  to 
vote,  granted  by  any  statute  to  men, 
should  extend  also  to  women  as  well.

This  will  do 
much  to  secure  uniformity  m  judging 
and  also  will  save  the  expense  of  bring- 
ing in  judges   from  outside.

Tariff  BUform 


Sir, — The  problem  of  a  scientific  tar- 
iff to  which  both  President  .Taft  and 
President-elect  Wilson  are  pledged  (as 
also  the  Tory  party  here)  Is  complicated 
beyond  the  conditions  which  permit  of 
mere  "spellbinding"  and  "stump"  dis- 
cussion. The  writer  is  one  who  be- 
lieves that,  like  virtue,  protection  Is  its 
own  reward,  but.  the  .sort  of  elementary 
tariffs  which  have  often  been  arrived  at 
in  Washington  by  mere  rule  of  thumb — 
non-competing  articles  to  go  on  the 
"free  list"  and  a  40  per  cent  ad 
valorem  on  competing  articles — a  solu- 
tion so  comfortable  as  that  is  Impos- 
sible in  view  of  tbe  world-wide  con- 
ditions now  obtaining-- 

Since  Mr.  Chamberlain's  apocalyps-?, 
every  year  the  possibility  of  adjusting 
«uch  simple  tariffs  as  he  proposed  has 
become  more  difficult.  While  price*  of 
manufactured  goods  in  the  world's  mar- 
kets have  been  fairly  steady,  the  pi-Ices 
of  foodstuffs  have  advanced  by  leaos 
end  bounds.  It  follows  that  as  the 
prices  of  "factory  products  are  little 
higher,  factory  wages  cannot  advance. 
Yet  the  factory  operative,  albeit  with 
the  same  wage,  must  needs  pay  SO  per 
cent  more  for  his  food.  Hence  the 
great  prosperity  of  that  purely  agrarian 
community  Ireland,  or  of  Iowa,  or 
Queensland,  or  Alberta,  or  India,  or  the 
Argentine.  Our  farmer  here,  and  in 
America  alee,  must  be  sweetly  reason- 
able while  hie  friends  work  forward  to 
the  llsfht.  '''be  wheatgrower  of  Can- 
ada, the  flockmaster  of  Queensland,  la 
getting  in  our  market .'.  today,  and  with- 
out any  pr*f«enee,  profits  In*  never

The  exchange  values  of  other  articles 
which  make  up  a  farmers'  budget, 
barbed  wire,  nails,  brick,  cement,  lime 
oak,  spruce  and  shingles,  show  equally 
marked   advances. 

I  have  selected  potatoes  for  this 
comparison  because  for  the  Irish  and 
Scotch  farmer,  the  permanent  "free  list- 
ing" In  America  of  the  potato  would 
at  least  double  the  value  of  land  suit- 
ed to  this  tuber.  In  the  face  of  an 
American  tariff  of  2I>  cents  a  bushel 
(a  shilling)  there  is  today  a  very  large 
and  increasing  export  to  America  of 
potatoes  from  Ireland  and  Scotland. 
Seeing  that  an  average  acre  of  Irish 
potato  land  produces  300  bushels  (con- 
trast this  with  an  average  yield  of 
86  bushels  In  the  leading  potato  state, 
Pennsylvania,  it  Is  evident  that  the 
new  Irish  proprietors  are  paying  at 
least  twenty  times  more  per  acre  (£15) 
annually  to  the.  United  States  revenue 
from  their  potato  fields  than  they  pay 
In  purchase  instalments  to  the  Govern- 
ment  of    the    United    Kingdom. 

in    view  of      the   really     revolutionary 
figures  above  quoted,   the  American   far- 
mer  In    the   "Underwood"    tariff  at   hand 
must   study   the   economics   of   the  situa- 
tion, and   so  must   our  own   farmers:   so 
also    must    the    Alberta     wheat     grower 
to    whom    we    have   desired    to    extend    a 
tariff    preference '  as    the    cement    of      a 
Federal    system.      It   is   oui'   artizan    who 
should,     through     protection,     secure    an 
advan.ee    of    wages,    and    our    farmer.    If 
not    directly    protected,     is    "hardly    less 
interested    in    this    advance    than    is    the 
artlzan    himself.      For    the    farmer    may- 
rely    on    it    that    if    through    protection 
the  great  artlzan   class  has  more  wages 
to  spend  in  the  shops,  the  increased  ex- 
penditure   there    will    Immediately    swell 
the  profits  of  farming.     The  present  ex- 
penditure    in     the    United     States      per 
family  on   food   alone  is  officially  given 
at    £60    per    annum,    or    about    one-third 
of   the   wages  earned.     That  expenditure 
It    Is    which    creates    the   high    prices    of 
farm    products      quoted      above.      It    is

FOOD  NOT  SHORT  IN 

FORT  GEORGE  DISTRICT 


Keport      Published     in      Eastern     Frees 

Olren  Emphatic  Denial  by  Besldent 

of   the   Town 


"The  story  sent  broadcast  throughout 
the  Fast  that  'the  food  supply  in  Fort 
(ieorfi-e  is  running  short  and  that  there 
is  likely  to  be  actual  suffering  there 
before  navigation  opens  up  In  the1 
Spring'  Is  an  absolute  falsehood,  made 
out  of  whole  cloth,  and  1  wish  to  give 
It  the  strongest  denial  possible,"  said 
Mr.  Alexander  Hunter,  a  prominent 
business  man  of  Fort  George,  who  ar- 
rived   at    the    Fmpres-s    last    night. 

"When  I  left  there  ten  days  ago 
there  was  no  sign  of  any  shortage  of. 
food  supplies  of  any  kind.  We  were 
doing  business  as  usual,  only  more  so 
than  ever  before,  and  instead  of  there 
b«ing  any  Indication  of  a  shortage  tocre 
was  every  evidence  of  an  ample  supply 
to  meet  all  .  requirements  both  for  the 
people  of  the  town  and  for  the  railway 
men  In  the  Interior.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  freighting  has  been  tarried  on 
this  winter  with  more  regularity  than 
In  any  previous  winter,  and  'hero  bus 
not  been  any  interruption  worth  shak- 
ing of,  the  winter  so  far  having  been 
free   from   blockades. 

"We  are  looking  forward,  however, 
with  eagerness  to  the  Spring,  for  tl  en 
we  expect  to  get  Into  direct  rati  «nd 
water  communication  With  Edmptlion, 
which  Is  the  base  of  onr  supplies.  This 
will  mean  a  great  reduction  In  freight 
rates,  though  even  now  these  are  mod- 
erate compared  with  what  they  used  to 
be.  The  river  has  been  dredged  out 
verv  considerably  during  the  past  sea- 
son and  we  expect  that  the  season  of 
navigation  will  be  lengthened  by  six 
weeks   as  a  result   this   summer."

Boom  for  More,

It  is  for  the  purpose  of  making  such 
an  appeal  to  mothers  who  have  no  need 
to  turn  and  repair  that  this  article  is 
written.

But  Scant  $1,500,000  Brings  Out

I.'  >.\  I  ><  >N,  Jan.  'Ji. — In  some  quarters 
the  first  Impression  on  hearing  a  propo- 
sal that  |16,000,000  should  he  spent  on 
Britain's  air  navy  during  the  next  three 
years  was  that  the  figure  was  put  for- 
ward as  a  basis  for  discussion,  with  a 
vUvv  to  thero  being  a  considerable  re- 
duction to  a  sum  that  would  still  be  rea- 
sonable. On  the  contrary,  s  definite  pro- 
gramme for  the  expenditure  of  $  I  a, 000,- 
000  is  demanded  as  the  minimum  upon 
which   security   can  be  obtained. 

The  idol  that  the  Kifth,  Arm  is  a  mere 
auxiliary,  of  less  Importance  than  any 
other  military  force,  and  that  it  may 
safely  bo  left  to  any  small  balance  of 
money  that  the  Treasury  thinks  It  can 
spare  after  ovorythlng  else  has  been  al- 
lowed for,  must  he  abandoned;  as  also 
must  be  dismissed  the  fallacious  notion 
that  the  magnitude  of  a  nation's  aerial 
defohocs  should  be  In  proportion  to  the 
size  of  Its  army  eff  Its  navy.  Even  Colo- 
nel Seoly,  of  the  War  liopartment,  ad- 
mits that  there  Is  no  logical  ground  for 
the  latter  assumption;  a  nation  with  s 
small   army   may   require  a  big  air   fleet.

Shipbuilding  in  Canada,  and  h«v  t>est 
to  promote  it,  1b  engaging;  tlle  attention 
of  the  Dominion  Government  at  the 
present  time  In  consequence  of  Die  re- 
cent declaration  made  at  the  Toronto 
convention  the  other  day.  In  view  of 
the  prominence  that  is  now  be>lni<  given 
the  BUbJeet  b  the  Hast,  it  may  not  be 
Without  interest  to  show  what  is  be- 
ing dose  In  Ui«  West,  and  particularly 
in  Victoria,  to  stimulate  the  shipping 
Industry, 

For  many  years  past  the  Victoria 
Board  of  Trade  has  had  the  subject  un- 
der close  consideration,  and  has  repeat- 
edly pointed  out  the  disability  which 
the  Canadian  shipbuilders  are  operat- 
ing under  in  competition  with  other 
countries.  Briefly,  the  question  re- 
solves itself  into  this,  that  a  ship  built 
in  Great  Britain  is  admitted  into  Can- 
adian ports  absolutely  free  of  duty, 
whereas  if  the  materials  are  purchased 
hi  Great  Britain  and  assembled  In  Can- 
ada for  construction,  a  very  heavy  duty 
Is  imposed   upon   the  Importation. 

"Within  the  past  few  months  the  local 
Board  of  Trade  has  renewed  its  efforts 
to  have  something  done  to  alleviate  this 
condition  of  things,  and  when  it  became 
known  that  the  Eastern  shipbuilders  in- 
tended to  hold  e  convention  und  then 
formulate  a  memorial  to  be  presented 
to  the  Government  on  the  subject,  it 
was  decided  that  Vit-torhjsjjsfrould  «end 
tvv.i  delegates  to  the  contention,  with 
instructions  to  proceed  to  Ottawa  also 
and  take  the  matter  up  with  the  Govern- 
ment authorities.  For  this  purpose  Mr. 
J.  J.  Sliall-ross,  president  of  the  Board. 
and  Cuptaln  W.  II.  Logan,  Lloyd's"  rep- 
resentative on  the  Pacific  Coast,  were 
selected,  and  It  was  their  Intention  to 
leave  town  on  Saturday  first  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  assigned  to  them.  Now 
that  the  matter  has  been  thus  hurried- 
ly brought  before  the  attention  of  the 
Dominion  Government  by  the  ship- 
builders' Convention,  however  it  Is  not 
likely  that  the  local  delegates  will  be 
asked    to   undertake    the   trip. 

In  connection  with  the  present  ship- 
building agitation,  an  article  appearing 
in  The  Monetary  Times  of  this  month 
f'ri  ni  the  pen  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Shallcross, 
president  of  the  Victoria  Board  of 
Trade,  is  not-  without  interest.  The 
article  is  as   follows: 

Canada  is  passing  through  an  era  of 
prosperity  stimulated  by  a  large  move- 
ment of  capital  and  labor  from  Furope, 
and  althomrh  there  is  no  sign,  at  pres- 
ent, of  any  reaction,  it  is  obvious  that 
every  such  movement  must,  at  some 
Stage,  reach  its  maximum,  and  that  a 
reaction  of  a  more  or  less  serious  char- 
acter is  likely  to  follow.  It  is  in  the 
time  of  prosperity  that  efforts  should 
be   made   so    to    broaden    the   field    of   in- 


more  or  leu  intermittent,  while  if  ships 
could  be  built  under  equitable  condi- 
tions It  would  enable  steady  employ- 
ment to  be  provided  and  the  plants  to 
be  maintained  In  a  high  state  of  effi- 
ciency, ready  to  undertake  repairs  at  a 
moment's   notice.  , 

Government  Work  In  Iobm  Tarda 
The  leading  European  countries  rec- 
ognise the  importance  of  shipbuilding, 
and  have  adopted  the  poli,:y  of  having 
government  work  done  in  home  yards,  a 
policy  which  is  also  being  followed  by 
the    United    States   and    Japan. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Government 
of  Canada  in  considering  tenders  by 
Canadian  shipbuilders  in  competition 
with  tenders  from  abroad  apparently 
makes  no  allowance  for  the  duty  which 
Is  paid  to  the  Government  nor  for  the 
higher  wages  paid  In  Canada  and  .in- 
forced  by  the  fair  wage  scale  clause 
properly  inserted  in  all  Government 
contracts,  although  the  higher  Wages 
are  partly  returned  to  the  government 
in  the  form  of  duties  on  Imported  in  ti- 
des  of    consumption. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany has  had  many  of  its  new  su-am- 
•  rs  constructed  I"  Canada  even  wli.n 
similar  vessels  could  have  been  im- 
ported at  a  lower  cost.  In  this  connec- 
tion Sir  Thomas  Shaughnessy  Is  report- 
ed to  have  said:  "I  notice  that  your 
boards  of  trade  are  asking  the  Federal 
Government  to  encourage  shlpbulM 
in  Canada.  '  In  that  idea  I  am  absolute- 
ly at  one  with  them,  and.  If  they  can 
mako  a  good  case,  they  will  find  no  one 
more  willing  to  co-operate  with  them 
than  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway.  We 
have  given  proof  of  our  desire  to  en- 
courage the-  shipbuilding  industry  in 
Canada  both  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  on 
this  Coast,  and  we  intend  to  continue 
,.  that  pnllfiy  „as  far  as  wa  ran"        ,  n,  ,  ; 


It  hardly  needs  further  argument  to 
establish  the  contention  that  the  Can- 
adian Government  should  have  all  Gov- 
ernment vessels,  excepting,  perhaps, 
j  the  largest  ships  of  war,  built  in  Can- 
ada, those  for  the  Atlantic  Coast  in  the 
East  and  those  for  the  Pacific  Coast  In 
the    West. 

Shipbuilding  on  a  Large  Scale 
If  it  is  desirable  to  establish  Indus- 
trie s  in  Canada  then  means  should  be 
found  to  enable  shipbuilding  to  be  con- 
ducted on  a  large  scale,  for  no  industry 
gives  greater  encouragement  to  other 
industries  nor  Is  likely  to  prove  a  more 
important  factor  in  developing  our  iron 
and   coal    resources. 

Shipbuilding  may  be  assisted  either 
by  the  remission  of  duty  on  imported 
machinery  and  outfit  or  by  a  bonus  on 
tonnage,  it  being  assumed  that  no  al- 
teration will  be  made  in  the  privileges 
r.ow  accorded  to  British-built  vessels. 
Section  4 1 :12  of  the  revised  statutes 
of    the   United    States    provides: 

"That    all    materials    of    foreign    pro- 
duction which  may  be  necessary  for  the 
construction    or    repair    of    vessels    built 
in    the    United   States,    and   all    such   ma- 
.'    teriala  necessary  for  the  building  or  re- 
I    pair    of    their    machinery    and    all    arti- 
'  cles  necessary  for  their  outfit  and  equlp- 
!  ment   may  be  imported   into   the  United 
States   free  of   duty   under   such   regula- 
tions  as    the   Secretary   of    the   Treasury 
may    prescribe."

Canada  has  adopted  the  policy  of  de- 
\  eloping-  manufactures  by  protective  d\i- 
dea,  but  British  ships  are  admitted  to 
the  Canadian  register  free  of  any  duly 
while  Canadian  shipbuilders  have  not 
only  to  pay  Increased  ^vages  due  to  pro- 
tection, hut  also  to  pay  duty  on  outfit 
and  materials  which  are  admitted  free 
o!    duty    in   a   British   bottom. 

Should  Have  Assistance 
On  the  Pacific  Coast  renewed  atten- 
tion has  been  directed  to  this  question 
in  view  of  the  probable  Krcat  expan- 
sion of  shipping  on  the  Pacific  Ocean 
subsequent  to  the  opening  of  the  Pan- 
ama Canal  in  1915.  and  It  is  felt  that 
the  time  has  certainly  come  for  such 
assistance  to  be  tfiven,  directly  or  In- 
directly, to  shipbuilding  as  will  enable 
this  industry  to  be  placed  on  a  Arm  and 
enduring  basis.  CeTtalnly  If  It  is  good 
policy  to  develop  other  Industries  by 
taxation  on  imports  no  good  reason  can 
be  forthcoming  Tor  the  refusal  of  as- 
sistance to  shipbuilding  in  the  form 
that    may    be   found    most    convenient. 

There  are  already  shipbuilding  plants 
established  In  British  Columbia  capable 
of  undertaking  Important  work,  and 
these  plants  are  estimated  to  represent 
the  Investment  of  over  $3,000,000.  The 
work  done  by  these  yards  Is  chiefly  con- 
fined to  repairs  because  under  present 
conditions  it  is  impossible  to  compete 
with  British-built  vessels  which  are  ad- 
mitted, free  of  duty,  to  all  the  privil- 
eges of  the  Canadian  roasting  trade  un- 
der the  provisions  of  the  Imperial  Mer- 
chant Shipping  Act,  which  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

"736.  Tt.e  legislature  of  a  British 
possession  may  by  an  act  or  ordinance, 
regulate  the  coasting  trade  of  that  Brit- 
ish possession,  subject  in  every  case  to 
the   following  conditions: 

"(a)  The  act  or  ordinance  shall  con- 
tain a  suspending  clause  providing  that 
the  act  or  ordinance  shall  not  come 
Into  operation  until  Her  Majesty's 
pleasure  thereon  has  boen  publicly  sig- 
nified in  the  British  possession  in 
■which    it   has   been    passed: 

"(b)  The  act  or  ordinance  shall  treat 
all  British  Bhips  (Including  the  ships 
of  any  other  British  possession)  In  ex- 
actly the  same  manner  as  ships  of  the 
British  possession  in  which  It  is  made." 
Prsa  vessel,  outfit  and  Machinery 
This  act  enables  a  vessel  built  In 
Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  with  her  en- 
tire outfit  and  machinery,  to  obtain  the 
advantages  of  Canadian  register  with- 
out the  payment  of  any  duty,  whereas  a 
similar  vessel  built  in  Canada  would 
pay  duty  on  the  greater  portion  of  her 
Imported  materials  and  outfit,  and  the 
rate  of  wages*  paid  in  her  construction 
would  be  higher  than  In  the  farmer 
case,  owing  to  the-  effect  of  Canada's 
protective  policy. 

In  lltl,  only  St*  vessel*  were  built 
and  registered  in  Canada—the  total  ton- 
nage being  I7.7SS  tons,  an  average  of 
•0  tons  per  vesael,  whereas  In  the  age 
of  Wooden  vessels.  Canada,  was  one  Of 
the  moat  important  shipbuilding  coun- 


to  shipbuilding  by  means  of  a  bonus  on 
the  tonnage  constructed  In  Canada.  The 
Royal  Commission  on  transportation 
recommended    as    follows: 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  your  Com- 
mission was  appointed  to  deal  with 
matters  of  transportation,  and  that 
these  are  vitally  affected  by  the  amount 
of  tonnage  suitable  for  the  trade,  and 
that  tonnage  can  nowhere  be  so  well 
supplied  as  from  our  own  Canadian 
yards,  your  Commission  feel  that  the 
question  is  one  with  which  they  should 
deal,  and  that  reasonable  assistance  ne- 
cessary to  cause  a  revival  of  an  indus- 
trv  of  so  great  importance  should  be 
e,lvcn,  and  would  therefore  recommend 
that  a  bounty  of  $5  per  ton  gross  regis- 
ter ,be  paid  by  the  Government  of  Can- 
ada on  all  wooden  vessels,  sailing  and 
steam,  of  600  tons  or  over,  commenced 
and  built  In  Canada  after  June  1,  1906, 
and  $6  per  ton  gross  register  on  all 
such  Iron  or  steel  vessels  of  500  tons 
or  over  go  commenced  and  built  after 
that  date."  i 

Bonuses  are  not  unknown  In  Canada, 
as  witness  those  given  to  lead  and  Iron, 
and  it  is  certainly  of  Importance  to 
Canada,  with  a  seaboard  on  three 
oceans,  that  she  should  occupy  a  wor- 
thy place  aa  a  shipbuilding  nation.  If

PARIS,  .Ian.  24. — The  sardine   trade  of 
Brittany    has    for    some    time    past    been 
struggling    with    difficulties    arising    al- 
most entirely  from  the  tyranny  of  labor 
agitators.       The     Confederation     General 
du  Travail  has  now  .succeeded,  after  live 
years.   In   rendering   the  further  continu- 
ance of  What  was  formerly  a  most  flour- 
ishing    industry     impossible,     and     last 
week    116    establishments    dismissed    all 
their  employees  and  announced    the  ces- 
sation of  business.     All  the  Breton  coast 
including    the      districts      of      Movhihan, 
Kinistere.    the  Loire  Inferleure,   and    the 
\  en. if.-,    liave    now    definitely    abandoned 
a    business    which    has    given    a    liveli- 
hood   to    generations    of    inhabitants.    A 
delay  of   two   months   has  hecn   allowed 
to    the    factories    of      Douarnenes      and 
Concarneau,     which     work     through     the 
Winter  with  sprats  from  Honfleur.  Dun- 
kirk and   Boulogne,  and   which   had   laid 
in   a   preparatory   stock   of   tins   and   oil 
which    they    must    use. 

-  .  Repeated  Strikes  Occur  , 
The  trouble  began  with  repeated 
ikes  accompanied  by  violence  on  the 
part  of  the  solderers  of  the  sardine  tins. 
Their  grievance  was  the  introduction  of 
machinery  In  the  preparation  of  the 
boxes  for  sale,  and  they  finally  compel- 
ed  the  big  houses  to  tu*ttnue  to  employ 
hand  labor.  To  meet  this  handicap, 
imposed  on  them  by  the  blind  folly  of 
the  labor  leaders,  the  manufacturers 
endeavored  to  induce  the  fishermen  to 
use  new  and  Improved  methods  of  en- 
suring larger  catches  and  a  more  per- 
manent and  abundant  supply.  As  Ig- 
norant as  the  solderers  of  the  economic 
laws  of  exchange  and  production  the 
fishermen — also  under  the  influence  of 
tine,  syndicates  refused,  and  preferred 
to  take  fewer  sardines  and  sell  them 
dearer. 

Shut   Sown    Factories 

Recently  the  syndicate  of  sardine 
manufacturers  met  nt  Nantes,  and  de- 
cided, as  the  Autumn  season  had  closed 
to  shut-down  their  factories.  The  own- 
ers of  the  Breton  factories  declare  that 
this  Is  no  lock-out,  but  bhey  consider 
the  situation  immediately  ruined,  since 
the  authorities  will  not  intervene  and 
ftshermeo  will  not  use  modern  methods 
which  would  ensure  supplies  for  the 
factories. 

The  immediate  and  It  Is  much  to  be 
feared,  permanent  result  is  the  throw- 
ing out  of  work  of  between  50,000  and 
RO.OOO  men,  women,  and  children  hither- 
to gaining  a  livelihood  in  some  way 
connected  with  the  sardine  trade,  which 
has    never   allowed    of   much    saving. 


The  Legislative  Mining  Committee 
met  for  the  .first'  time  yesterday  end 
organised  with  Mr,  Lorne  A.  Campbell, 
of  Roasland,  as  chairman  and  Mr.  Mac- 
Lean  (Nelson) 'secretary.  The  moat  in- 
teresting buslnesa  ^of  this"  organisation 
sitting  w^s  Introduced  by  Mr.  Tlsdall, 
o'f  Vancouver,  who  ■  asked  that  a  date 
be  fixed,  uppn  which  the  .Mining  Com- 
mittee of  the  Vancouver  Board  of  Trade 
might  Interview  the  Committee  and  pre-. 
sent  suggestions  which  in  their  opinion 
would  assist  the  development  of  the 
mining  Industry  throughout  the  Prov- 
ince. Tuesday,  February  4,  at  11  o'clock, 
was    fixed    for    the   conference. 

The  Prlyite  Bills  ComiT.lttc*.  ll.D 
met  yesterday,  considering  three  private 
bill  petitions  in  which  the  standing 
orders  were  found  to  be  complied  with. 
The  Committee  also  decided  to  recom- 
mend to  the  House  that  the  time  for  re- 
ceiving petitions  be  extended  to  the  6th 
proximo. 

Premier  MeBride  has  as  yet.  received 
no  reply  to  the  telegram  addressed  by 
him  to  Sir  Thomas  Shaughnessy  request- 
ing a  special  freight  rate  on  Nicola 
coal  imported  by  Coast  dealers  to  relieve 
the  present  serious  shortage  in  Vancou- 

The  Premier  yesterday  morning  had 
a  conference  with  Mr.  K.  Aug  Helnse  in 
respect  to  the  possible  purchase  by  the 
Government  of  his  Columbia  &-  Western 
subsidy  lands  in  the  Kuotenay.  The 
question  ol  the  taxation  of  these  lands 
will  be  deferred  to  the  courts,  while  Mr.

The  .Canadian  Northern  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company  has  lost  no  time  in  prov- 
ing the  bona  fides  of  the  promise  made, 
when  the  plaiiK  tor  the  railway  termi- 
nals on  the  old  Songhees  Reserve  were 
made  public,  that  construction  Would 
proceed    just    as    rapidly    as    possible. 

Yesterday  Mr.  K.  A.  Hewls,  the  di- 
visional superintendent,  forwarded  fo 
the  Provincial  head  oifice  of  the  Can- 
adian Northern  Pacific  Railway  in  Van- 
couver, the  final  plans  for  the  work  to 
be  carried  out  In  order  to  give  the  com- 
pany access  from  Union  Bay  Into  Its 
portion  of  the  former  reserve.  These 
plans  will  reach  Vancouver  this  morn- 
ing, and  IC  is  expected  that  tenders  will 
be  called  for  within  a  week  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  work.  This  will  In- 
volve grading  and  construction  from  the 
rese-rvod  area  through  to  Union  Bay, 
as  well  as  to  a  connection  with  the 
present  constructed   line  at  4.7. 

The  time  for  consideration  by  the  con- 
tractors will  be  as  short  as  possible,  and 
It  Is  hoped  to  get  the  work  under  way 
within  a  very  few  weeks.  While  it  Is 
In  progress,  a  new  wharf  will  be  con- 
structed at  Union  Bay,  terminals  will 
be  laid  out  there  and  everything  made 
ready  for  the  reception  of  the  steel 
ralln  which  are  now  on  the  ocean  en 
route   to   Victoria   from    Sydney,    X.    8. 

It  Is  not  yet  possible  to  fix  a  date 
when  any  section  of  the  railway  on  the 
Island  will  be  In  operation,  but  It  is  the 
Intention  of  the  C.  N.  P.  Company  to 
push  construction  between  Victoria  and 
Union  Bay  ««  rapidly  as  men  and 
money  can,  In  order  to  give  a.  proper 
working  base  for  the  construction  of 
the  rest  of   the  line  on   the  Island. 


Vancouver's  claims  to  Government 
assistance  to  its  exhibition  were  pressed 
upon   the  Provincial   Ministers  yesterday 

afternoon  by  Mr.  r.  s.  Roiston,  the 
manager  of  the  Exhibition  Association, 
and  Mr.  Macgowan,  M.  P.  P.  The  minis- 
ters were  told  that  the  citizens  had  ap- 
proved of  a  by-law  granting  $155,000 
towards  the  exhibition  and  that  fifty- 
eight  acres  were  being  added  to  Hast- 
ings. Park,  and  were  Informed  that  It 
was  the  intention  of  the  association  to 
erect  the  largest  transportation  building 
west  of  Toronto,  a  forestry  building,  a 
fisheries  building,  a  mining  building,  a 
poultry  building  as  well  as  a  special 
woman's  bnlldina.  together  with  greater 
accommodation  for  livestock.  No  special 
sum  was  specified  in  the  way  of  a 
money  grant,  but  it  was  asked  that  the 
Government  should  give  exhibits  of  tim- 
ber, fruits,  minerals  and  flsh,  which 
should  be  a  standing  exhibit  of  the  won- 
derful   resources  of    the    Province.

Because  of  the  suggestion  thrown  out 
by  Alderman  Cuthbert  to  th<2  effect  that 
in  view  of  the  doubt  as  to  the  status 
of  the  present  Incumbent  in  office  it 
might  be  welt  to  adjourn  the  meeting 
und  not  transact  any  official  business 
with  Mr.  Morley  in  the  chair,  a*  such 
proceedings  might  later  be  found  to 
have  been  illegal  because  of  the  mayor's 
participation  therein,  the  Council  de- 
cided to  appoint  a  chairman  from  among 
their  own  number  to  preside  and  His 
Worship  was  requested  to  vacate  the 
chair.  He  did  so,  and  for  the  balance 
of  the  session  sat  off  to  one  Bide,  his 
only  expressions  of  opinion  being  the 
tired  look  which  showed  upon  his 
countenance  wlren  members  not  of  his 
persuasion  voiced  sentiments  'or  ad- 
arguments  which  did  not  .ap 

Advise*  Adjournment 
•  Xb  soon  as  the  Council  convened  with 
the  mayor  in  the  chair.  Alderman  Cuth- 
bert advanced  his  argument  IB  behalf 
of  an  adjournment  on  the  ground  that 
pending  the  outcome  of  the  recount  of 
the  ballots  cast  at  the  recent  civic 
election  there  might  arise  doubts  as  to 
the  legal  right  of  His  Worship  to  oc- 
cupy the  chair  and  while  he  had  no 
opinion  to  offer  as  to. the  result  of  th* 
recount  the  Council  would  be  well  ad- 
vised to  transact  no  official  business 
with  the  mayor  as  presiding  offlVei  as 
BUpn  business  might  subsequently  be 
found  to  have  been  illegally,  transacted. 
Alderman  Cuthbert  was  proceeding, 
after  moving  a  motion  to  adjourn,  a 
motion  seconded  by  Alderman  Porter, 
when  Alderman  <~IleaSon  intervened  to 
declare  that  a  motion  to  adjourn  is  not 
debatable.  Alderman  Kullertbn  helped 
matters  along  by  suggesting  that  a  mo- 
tion to  adjourn  to  a  particular  date 
was  quite  debatable  and  Alderman  Cuth- 
bert accordingly  amended  his  motion  to 
provide  for  adjournment  until  Monday 
night  next,  he  pointing  out  that  no  great 
delay  would  take  place  and  by  that 
time  the  outcome  of  the  recount  would 
be  known. 

Must  Thin*  of  Thamaalvea 
It  was  quite  immaterial.  Alderman 
Cuthbert  opined,  who  held  the  mayoral 
office,  but  the  aldermen  should  take 
care,  that  all  their  acts  were  legal 
Alderman  Cuthbert  was  proceeding  to 
express  the  opinion  that  it  was  regret- 
table that  Returning  Officer  Northoott 
had  not  given  the  recount  when  asked 
to  do  so  on  the  night  of  election,  when 
Mayor  Morley  interposed,  interrupting 
to  explain  that  the  returning  officer 
could  not  legally  do  so,  and  to  declare 
that  Alderman  Cuthbert  was  not  stat- 
ing   facts. 

Alderman  fufhbert  retorted  heatedly 
declaring  he  had  the  floor  and  did  not 
pro»»sc  to  be  interrupted  by  His  Wor- 
ship, at  the  same  time  statins  that  he 
had  absolutely  no-  fault  to  find  with  Mr. 
Northcott's   work   as  returning  officer. 

Alderman  Porter  in  seconding  the  mo- 
tion to  adjourn,  pointed  out  that  per- 
haps It  was  the  safest  course  and  that 
perhaps  there  might  be  someone  else  in 
the  mayor's  chair  next  meeting. 
Mr.  Morlay  Vacataa 
City  Solicitor  Robinson,  appealed  to 
by  Alderman  Fullerton,  admitted  that 
just  off-hand  he  could  not  say  what-the 
legal  significance  of  the  present  occu- 
pation of  the  chair  by  Mayor  Morley, 
should  the  latter  be  later  disqualified, 
would  be.  while  Mayor  Morley  felt  thero 
was  nothing  for  the  Council  to  worry 
about 

Alderman  Oleason  pointed  to  the  rule 
of  Council  proceedure  which  provides 
for  the  selection  by  the  Council  of  a 
chairman  to  conduct  Its *  proceedings. 
His  suggestion  was  taken  and  he  was 
voted  tc  the  office,  the  mayor  vacating 
the  chair  with  a  shrug  of  hta  shoulders.

period  was  then  lengthened,  and  since 
December  15  he  had  been  considering  the 
additional  tenders  received.  But  he  was 
not  able  to  say  for  a  few  daya  at  least 
what  conclusion  would  be  arrived  at. 
Mr.  Foster  explained  that  the  cost  of 
everything  in  connection  with  shipping 
is  now  at  highwater  mark  and  it  is  a  dlf- 
cult  matter  to  get  strong  shipping  firms 
to  go  In  for  the  West  Indian  trade.  It 
was  not  desirable,  he  Bald,  to  have  a 
slow  and  Inferior  service.  He  wes  en- 
deavoring to  get  a  service  that  would 
be  first-class,  both  in .  respect  of  pas- 
sengers and  freight.  The  House,  how- 
ever, would  have  to  make  up  Ite  mind 
that  It  would  be  necessary  to  pay  pretty 
high  for  such  a  service.  , 

Assistance  for  AgTiooltuxe 

At  the  evening  aittlr.g,  Hon.  Martin 
Burrell  Introduced  his  bill  to  provide 
for  the  expenditure  during  the  next 
Ten  years  of  ten  million  dollars'  to  mid 
agriculture.  At  the  outset  he  said  that 
It  was  <based  on  a  promise  mads  by  Mr. 
Borden  when  In  .  opposition,  that  If 
elecfed  to  power  he  would  grant  as- 
sistance to  the  Provinces  in  agricul- 
ture.   , 

A  preliminary  step  had  been  taken 
last  year.'btft  Mfore  outlining  his  com- 
plete statement.  Dr.  O.  C.  James  had 
been  appointed  to  make  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation of  the  whole  subject  Dr. 
Jamea  had  consulted  frith  the  various 
Provincial  Governments  and'  the  then  in 
charge  of  the  various  agricultural  in- 
stitutions, and  the  result  of  hla  work 
would  ho  found  in  the  tame  of  the 
hill,  Mr.  Burrell  wont  o*  te  aar  that 
too  problem  which  oenfreated  Cumda 
today  to  the  ever  increasing  ouot  of 
.living  and  the  increase  of  »t*a*  as 
ejaiast  ruiui  woiwloilee,  I«  CWsMfcv  we 


growing  cities,  but  we  should  <he  poor 
citizens  if  we  did  not  try  to  mitigate 
and  avert  the  attendant  evils  which  fol- 
low undesirable  expansion  in  that  direc- 
tion. 

The  Minister  then  quoted  figures  to 
show  that  while  in  the  past  ten  years 
the  urban  population  increased  toy  48.3 
per  cent,  the  rural  population  increased 
toy  only  1.6  per  cent  In  Western  Can- 
ada, the  urtban  population  increased  by 
232  per  cent  and  the  rural  by  149  per 
cent.  It  would  toe  conceded,  he  said, 
that  despite  the  great  Increase  in  the 
rural  population  of  Western  Canada 
there  had  been  a  much  greater  increase 
in  the  urban  population.  It"  this  goes 
on  indefinitely,  where  will  it  land  us? 
asked   Mr.   Burrell. 

Ths  Great  Aim 
IWj  pcoceeded:  "We.  in  this  Parliament 
who  are  making  the  laws  of  the  nation, 
may  well  ask  ourselves  'In  what  way 
can  we  bOBt  solve  these  questions  of 
great  national  concern?"  It  will  not  be 
denied  that  the  safeguarding  of  Its  pro- 
ductive classes  is  a  matter  of  funda- 
mental importance  to  the  nation.  But 
In  regard  to  the  agricultural  life  of 
our  country  It  is  not  alone  a  betterment 
of  economic  condition  that  we  ahould 
aim  at,  tout  something  finer — the  crea- 
tion of  a  rural  civilization  which  will 
at  once  induce  a  fuller  and  happier  life 
to  those  in  Its  midst,  and  prove  a  source 
and  fount  of  strength  to  the  state  it- 
self. 

"Insofar  as  this  Federal  Government 
is  concerned,  we  ihave  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  we  can  best  bring  atoout 
this  work  by  freely  assisting  the  ag- 
ricultural -  papulation,  if  we  are,  told 
that  this  is  an  innovation,  we  answer 
that  It  is  the  people's  money,  drawn 
from  them,  and  it  is  not  only  defensible 
•but  desirable  that  such  money  lie  spent 
In  the  most  efficient  way  to  obtain  the 
objects  referred  to. 

"In  choosing  education  or  instruction 
as  a  desirable  line  whien  federal  ex- 
pendlture  should  take,  we  are  following 
tii,  i. est  method  of  the  most  progressive 
countries.  Practically  no  advance  was 
made  In  agricultural  progress  in  the 
great  German  nation  until  the  system 
of  secondary  and  e«*mentary  agricul- 
tural instruction  was  organized  during 
the  second  half  of  the  last  century." 
Heed  of  Education 
Mr.  Burrell  then  reviewed  at  some 
length  what  had  been  done  along  edu- 
c.it.Diial  lines  for  the  farmers  in  Great 
Hritain,  Denmark,  Belgium"  and  France. 
It  is  proposed  by  the  bill  to  strength- 
en all  lines  of  instruction  and  educa- 
tional work.  The  scientific  researches 
of  the  past  half  century  have  revolu- 
tionized agriculture,  tout  the  full  bene- 
fits of  these  researches  have  not  reach- 
ed the  great  multitude  who  today  till 
the  fields  of  Canada.  Too  often  the 
spectacle  Is  witnessed,  pathetic  and 
pitiful  of  ceaseless.  laobrious  toll 
bringing  distress  of  mind  and  body, 
and  even  after  long  years,  bringing  no 
reward,  solely  and  simply  from  lack  of 
knowledge  and  misdirected  energy.  Help 
given  In  an  educational  direction  w.ll 
not  only  mean  better  farming,  but  bet- 
ter farmers  and  better  and  ljapplor 
men   and   women. 

"The  particular  form  such  assistance 
may  take,"  said  Mr.  Burt  ell,  "may  vary 
with  the  special  new»ts  and  conditions 
In  each  Province.  It  will  embrace  the 
Increased  efficiency  and  equipment  of 
our  agricultural  colleges,  the  establlah- 
ment  of  agricultural  schools,  of  horti- 
cultural schools,  th»  establishment  of 
short  courses  In  agriculture,  the  Initia- 
tion of  agricultural  teaching  in  the  pub- 
lic schools,  and  work  by  traveling  of 
niinlitled  instructors.  It  might  well  in- 
clude valuable  work  carried  on  by 
means  of  demonstration  trains,  training 
of  the  teachers  in  nature  study  and  the 
invaluable  work  of  domestic  science, 
concerned  with  tne  women  and  girls  of 
our  communities,  whose  influence  will, 
always  constitute  one  of  the  most  po- 
tent forces  in  solving  the  protolems  we 
are  considering. 

Covers  Ten '  Tears 
"We  restrict  the  bill  to  education  be- 
cause by  so  doing  we  get  at  the  true 
base  of  successful  production.  As  an 
educational  work  to  *>e  efective  must 
be  continuous,  we  propose  to  make  tihe 
policy  cover  a  period  of  ten  year*. 

"From  the  eonsolldatea  revenue  fund 
It  Is  proposed  to  set  apart  the  euro  of 
ten  million  dollars  to  be  expended  over 
the  period  mentioned.  The  sum  of  $700,- 
000  will  too  allotted  the  first  year,  and 
this  amount  will  toe  Increased  by  $100,- 
000  annually  until  1917  from  'which 
year  until  1923,  $1,100,000  will  tot  provid- 
ed annually.  The  gradual  expansion  and 
growing  equipment  of  the~  Provincial 
organizations  will  be  met  In  this  way 
more  helpfully  than  toy  starting  at  the 
million  mark.  .  , 

"Speaking  broadly,  we  have  adhered 
to  the  principle  of  division  on  a  popula- 
tion basis.  The  slight  modification 
of  this  principle  when  have  been  adopt- 
ed wll,  I  tryst,  meet  the  approval,  of 
the   House. 

"Thus  in  the  first  p«<.ee.  we  set  apart 
$20,000  a  year  to  be  divided  between 
such  veterinary  colleges  as  grant  de- 
grees and  come  up  to  the  required 
standard.  We  do  this  on  the  ground 
that  from  the  character  of  our  veterin- 
ary work  and  for  the  reason  that 
students  In  these  Institutions  are  drawn 
from  all  provinces  In  Cahada,  they 
might  toe  regarded  as  having  a  purely 
national    complexion. 

"On  this  I  shall  .speakfurtlmr  when 
the  bill  Is  before  the  House. 
-  Mindful  of  Srltlah  Columbia 
f  "In  addition  to  this  $10,000  we  pro- 
pose to  allot  to  each  Province,  regard- 
less of  population,  the  sum  of  $20,000. 
It  has  been  urged— not  without  some 
reason— that  support  should  be  shown, 
to  those  provinces  whose,  rural  popula- 
tion is  of  large  proportions,  whose 
source  of  revenue  te  limited  and  Whose 
agricultural  development  greatly  needs 
stimulation. 

"I  might  take  the  far  Eastern  and  for 
Western  provinces  as  examples.  Prince 
Edward  litand  Is  purely  agrloOKurei. 
wltn  no  minerals  or  timber  to  draw  on 
for  revenue.  The  incessant  call  ot  the 
west  has  resulted  lu  a  oontinual  drat* 
on  its  population,  and  agricultural  de- 
velopment is  a  matter  uf  the  greatest 
importaneo.  in  the  oftoo  of  Brttjeh. 
Columbia  wo  have  a  ntw  province  of 
Immense  area,  small  aa  yet  la 
ttoa.  *mt  e*u»«»g  te-eeve***. 
aouipoa,  e*d  whort  the 


of  our  noeBlnioa,  Z  might  toueh  the 
case  of  other  provinces,  but  the  argu- 
ments will  suffice  for  the  present,  and 
we  feel  there  Is  justification  for  the 
atep  proposed.

The  balance  of-  Mr.  Burrell's  speech 
was  devoted  to  outlining  the  working  of 
the  bill,  which  Includes  reasonable  fed- 
eral supervision  over  the  expenditures, 
and  asked  for  the  co-operation  of  the 
provinces. 

Hon.  Frank  Oliver  said  he  approved  of 
the  grant.  He  thought  the  Minister 
was  trying  to  make  a  spectacular  play 
because  the  vote  for  the  year  was  only 
$700,000,  and  not  ten  millions.  The 
grant  would  do  good,  but  the  Govern- 
ment would  not  discharge  Its  full  duty 
to  the  farmers  of  the  West  unless  It 
got  for  them   the  best  available  market. 


LEAP  YEAR  DIDN'T 

LURE  ENGLISHWOMEN 

They     Tailed     to     Take    Advantage    and 

Karrlage   Rate    Frovm    on    *>«wts 

Qrnde    in    England 


LONDON,  Jan.  24. — The  women  of 
Kngland  did  not  take  advantage  of  leap 
year  to  propose  marriage.  The  Regis- 
trar-General's statistics  do  not  appear 
to  suggest  that  any  women  in  England 
or  Wales  proposed  at  all,  while  the 
young  men  were  slower  than  usual. 

The  English  marriage  rate  Is,  indeed, 
on  the  down  grade.  In  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year  It  was  1.5  per  1000  below 
the  average — the  lowest  recorded  in  any 
quarter — and  in  the  second  quarter  It 
was  o.i  per  luuo  below  the  general 
average  for  this  period,  and  0.5  below 
the  rate  in  the  second  quarter  of  1911. 

Several  reasons  for  the  decline  are 
assigned  by  an  authority  on  marriage 
statistics  in  conversation  with  a  repre- 
sentative of  The  Pall  Mall  Gazette, 
among    them    being: 

The  advance  of  the  feminist  move- 
ment; 

t  The     increased     employment     of     wo- 
men; 

The   rise   in   the   standard  of   living. 

The  last  cause,  the  authority  stated, 
is  the  greatest  factor  of  all.  "One  of 
the  few  points,"  he  said,  'that  statistics 
have  clearly  established  Is  this,  that  as 
the  standard  of  comfort  rises  the  age 
at  which  marriage  is  contracted  de- 
clines. There  is  an  increasing  ten- 
dency on  the  part  of  the  younger  gen- 
eration to  want  to  begin  where  their 
parents  leave  off.  And  this  law  Is  prac- 
tically  universal." 

Ten  years  ago  the  annual  marriage 
rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  in 
England  and  Wales  was  15.9.  Last  year 
It    was    down    to    15.2.

VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Jan.  24.— At  the 
marine  inquiry  into  the  sinking  of  the 
Cheslakee,  the  Government  board,  at 
its  hearing  today,  through  Captain  Ed- 
die, publicly  enonerated  Mr.  Gilbert  J.

The  freight  clerk  was  the  only  one 
blamed  by  the  coroner's  jury.  He  was 
found  guilty  of  neglect  of  duty,  held 
responsible  for  the  loss  of  life,  arrest- 
ed on  a  charge  of  manslaughter,  and  is 
now  out  on  J10.000  ball. 

Mr.  Vaux,  at  the  afternoon  hearing, 
was  reeHlii-o,  he  having  been  heard 
earlier  in  the  week,  and  it  was  after 
a  few  questions  that  Captain  Eddie 
bluntly  announced: 

"I  cannot  see,  and  the  Court  agrees 
With  me,  how  tills  man  can  be  blamed 
for  not  going  down  into  the  saloon;  or 
how  he  can  be  blamed  for  not  taking  Up 
work  which  did  hot  belong  to  hirn  at 
nil."

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SHAKESPEARE  AGAIN 


Sir  Edwin  Duming-Lawrence 
Comments  Upon  Possibility 
of  Earl  of  Rutland's  Author- 
ship of  Noted  Plays 


LONDON.  Jan.  24. — Commantlng  upon 
Mr.  Demblon's  advocacy  of  the.  theory 
that  the  real  author  of  the  Shakespeare 
plays  was  the  Earl  of  Rutland,  who  was 
born  In  1576  and  died  In  1612,  Sir  Ed- 
win Durnlng-Lawrence  writes: 

"I  myself  wrote  to  Mr.  Demblon  to 
oiTor  a  welcome  to  his  book,  because 
while  it  can  do  no  possible  harm  to  those 
who  know  that  the  real  author  of  the 
plays  was  Sir  Francis  Bacon,  it  brings 
together  a  good  deal  of  evidence  against 
the  possibility  of  the  "drunken,  Illiterate 
clown'  of  Stratford  being  any  longer 
supposed  to  be  the  inimitable  author. 
The  appellation,  'drunken,  illiterate 
clown'  Is  now  forever  attached  to  Wil- 
liam Shakespeare,  because  it  is  a  very 
accurate  description  of  the  real  man. 

"Almost  the  only  thing  that  seems 
certain  about  the  householder  of  Strat- 
ford is  that  he  was  always  a  drunkard. 
Halllwell  Philllpps  records  the  tradi- 
tion that  Shakespeare,  before  he  left 
Stratford,  was  chosen  by  his  fell6ws  as 
line  of  a  part\  i  ■  Mrinl-i  down'  Mu-  B1.1- 
ford  topers,  but  falling,  he  passed  the 
night  under  a  tree,  which  was  subse- 
quently known  as  'Sliakespeare,"  ancl  Is 
supposed  to  have  lost  his  life  because 
he  passed  the  night  in  a  ditch  after  a 
drinking  bout. 

Was    a    Diuukar? 

"The  fact  that  he  was  a  drunkard  is 
also  strongly  confirmed  by  the  'fore- 
scene'  in  the  'Taming  of  the  Shrew,' 
where  a  'drunken  Warwickshire'  tinker 
is  dressed  up  in  my  lord's  clothes  and 
told  that  the  play  has  been  prepared  by 
his   order. 

"In  my  possession  !•?>  a  wonderful 
painting  by  >1".  T^iverseego  (ob.  1S31), 
in  which  the  face  of  the  drunken  War- 
wickshire tinker  is  evidently  drawn 
from  the  Droeshout  'portrait,'  while  the 
face  of  the  hostess  is  that  of  Bacon. 
Masonic  emblems  are  scattered  over  the 
whole  picture  to  Inform  the  initiated 
that  they  are  being  told  'on  the  square' 
the  real  story  of  the  Shakespeare  plays. 
The  frame  of  this  curious  picture  is 
ornamented  with  emblems  of  the  high- 
est Masonry.  But  perhaps  the  most  re- 
markable thing  Is  that  in  the  engraving 
of  which  I  also  possess  a  copjf,  the  face 
of  the  hostess  is  no  longer  the  face  of 
Bacon,  and  all  the  revealing  Masonic 
emblems  have  been  carefully  eliminated." 
Language    Didn't   Exist 

"When  Bacon  was  born,"  continues 
Sir  Edwin,  "the  English  language,  as  we 
now  understand  it,  did  not  exist.  A 
grammar  school  was  a  Latin  grammar 
school,  where  English  was  never  spoken, 
and  where  Latin  was  never  translated 
Into  English.  Twenty  years  later  Bacon 
was  born  the  statutes  of  Harrow  School 
provided  -that  no  boy  (excepting  only 
those  in  the  lowest  form)  should  speak 
;s  word  of  anything  except  Latin  even 
in  the  playground.  Max  Muller  tells  us 
that  a  gentleman  educated  at  a  public 
school  and  at  the  university  seldom 
uses  more  than  three  or  four  thousand 
words.  In  the  marvellous  plays  known 
under  the  name  of  Shakespeare  there 
are  about  twenty-two  thousand  differ- 
ent words,  of  which  seven  thousand  are 
now  words  introduced  for  the  first  time 
into  the  language  by  'Shakespeare.' 
Neither  Dickens  nor  Thackeray  used  more 
than  seven  or  fight  thousand  different 
words  in  all  their  works.  It  Is  lncou- 
c-ivai.lo  that  any  one  today  can  really 
suppose  thnt  William  Shakespeare,  of 
Stratford-on-Avon,  could  have  known  so 
many  as  one  thousand  different  words." 


LEGAL  INTELLIGENCE 

Court  of  Appeal 
Beavls  vs.  Corporation  of  the  Town- 
ship of  Langley  and  Jenny  Stewart: 
plaintiff's  statement  of  claim  alleged 
that  Thomas  Nelson  is  the  registered 
owner  of  the  property  in  question,  sub- 
ject to  mortgage  to  defendant  Jenny 
Stewart  and  Eliza  Coffey,  and  that  Nel- 
«on  had  executed  conveyance  of  the 
property  to  plaintiff,  and  that  prior  to 
such  conveyance  the  defendant,  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  Toynship  of  Langley, 
without  any  power  or  authority,  pur- 
ported to  convey  the  property  to  the 
defendant  Jenny  Stewart  for  taxes 
wrongfully  alleged  to  be  due  and  un- 
paid, and  that  the  reeve  and  clerk  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  Townnhtp  of 
Langley  had  executed  a  conveyance  to 
defendant  Jenny  Stewart  of  the  said 
property.  Mine  purporltng  to  be  made 
under  and  by  virtue  of  said  alleged 
sale,  such  conveyance  being  executed 
by  said  reeve  and  clerk  without  any 
power  or  authority.  Plaintiff  claimed 
an  Injunction  restraining  the  defendants 
from  dealing;  with  the  property,  and 
_a  declaration  that  the  alleged  tax  sale 
"was  null  and  void,  and  that  plaintiff  Is 
entitled  to  have  his  conveyance  from 
Thomas  Nelson  registered,  and  to  re- 
deem the  mortgage.  The  stateme'nt  of 
defence  of  the  defendant  Jenny  Stewart 
alleged  that  the  SaU  to  her  of  the  prop- 
erty In  question  was  duly  made  for 
taxes  lawfully  due  and  payable,  and 
duly  charged  against  the  property,  and 
that  «uob  sale  was  made  by  virtue  of 
authority  rested  In  the  corporation,  and 
that  conveyance  to  tha  defendant  Jenny 
Stewart  from  the  corporation  was  duly 
registered  In  the  Land  Jtaglatry  Office, 
and  that  ehe  holds  a  certificate  of  title 
to  the  property.  The  defendant  Jenny 
gtcwaft  subsequent  to  putting  m  de- 
fend* ebtaJned  Aft  order  from  Morrison. 
JU  that  plstnti*  furnish  bar  with  i>»r- 
Ucusirs  of  the  defeat*  in  the  authority 
of  the \&W0&  ♦* t*»UH*r  to  veil  and 
oonvey  th*  property In  question.

peculiarly  within  their  knowledge.  The 
fact  that  defendant  Stewart  has  a  cer- 
tificate of  title  which  la  prima  facie 
evidence  of  title,  puts  the  burden  of 
showing  defects  In  such  title  upon 
planltlff.  Convenience  Is  greatly  In  favor 
of  requiring  particulars  of  the  defect 
upon  which  plaintiff  really  relies.  The 
furnishing  of  auch  may  obviate  the 
necessity  for  an  adjournment  of  the 
trial. 

Per  curiam:  It  was  bad  pleading  for 
plaintiff  to  set  up  the  tax  sale  and  al- 
lege that  It  was  made  without  author- 
ity; he  should  have  simply  set  out  his 
title  and  alleged  that  the  defendant 
Stewart  had  taken  poesesston  of  his 
property,  but  the  authority  of  Kirk  vs. 
Klrkland  Is  clear  that  although  Defend- 
ant Stewart  has  a  certificate  of  title, 
when  It  Is  made  to  appear  that  such 
certificate  was  obtained  upon  a  tax  sale 
this  put  the  burden  upon  her  of  es- 
tablishing the  regularity  of  the  tax  sale. 
The  case  la  not  distinguishable  from 
Turner  vs.  Municipality  of  Surrey.  The 
appeal  will  be  allowed  and  the  order 
for  particulars   set  aside.

Bancroft  vs.  Rickards:  The  plaintiff 
(respondent)  lb  a  shopkeeper  in  the 
City  of  Victoria,  and  the  defendant  (ap- 
pellant) Is  the  sheriff  for  the  County 
of  Victoria, 

The  defendant  was  handed  a  warrant 
to  distrain  on  the  goods  and  chattels  of 
the  plaintiff  for  rent  due,  $3,000,  and 
proceeded  as  bailiff  to  execute  the  samo 
in  due  course  of  law.  He  distrained 
aftat  having  demanded  payment,  which 
was  refused,  and  was  proceeding  to 
make  the  necessary  Inventory  of  the 
goods  and  chattels  distrained.  On  the 
request  of  the  plaintiff  not  to  continue 
making  the  inventory  until  he  had  seen 
his  solicitor  with  a  view  to  settlement, 
defendant  refrained  from  continuing  to 
take  the  Inventory.  After  having  been 
in  possession  for  the  day,  during  which 
time  negotiations  for  payment  took 
place,  the  amount  of  rent  due  was  paid 
to  the  landlord  by  plaintiff's  solicitor 
and  the  sum  of  |2  for  levying  distress, 
and  12  for  the  man  left  in  possession 
was  tendered  to  defendant.  Defendant 
refused  to  accept  said  amount,  or  to 
withdraw  from  possession  unless  paid 
poundage  or  commission  according  to 
the  statute  In  that  behalf.  Plaint iffs 
solicitor,  under  protest,  thereupon  paid 
the  amount  claimed  for  poundage  or 
commission.  Delivery  of  the  goods  and 
chattels  was  then  made  by  defendant 
to  the  plaintllT,  who  commenced  pro- 
ceedings for  Its  repayment.  Bancroft 
gave  a  receipt  for  the  delivery  up  of 
the  goods  distrained. 

The  action  came  on  for  hearing  at 
Victoria  on  September  11,  1912,  before 
Lampman,  Co.  J.,  who  gave  Judgment 
for  the  plaintiff  with  costs. 

From  this  Judgment  defendant  ap- 
pealed, and  the  appeal  was  argued  at 
Victoria,  on  January  17,  before  Irving; 
Martin   and   Gallagher,   JJ.A. 

Bass  for  appellant:  WTe  submit  thai 
there  was  only  one  of  two  courses  open 
to  the  tenant  to  recover  possession. 
He  must  either  (1)  replevy  (section  7 
of  the  Distress  Act.  Ch.  66  R.S.  B.C. 
1911)  within  five  days,  or  (2)  the  sale 
must  proceed.  He  cannot  replevy  unless 
the  distress  is  wrongful,  or  that  he  does 
not  owe  the  money.  He  admitted  the 
debt,  and  did  not  object  to  the  distress. 
The  bailiff  cannot  proceed  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  make  a  sale  until 
the  five  days  have  elapsed.  The  tenant 
at  once  entered  into  negotiations  for  a 
settlement,  and  settled  by  paying  the 
full  amount  due  the  same  day.  We 
therefore  submit  that  a  sale  has  been 
effected  to  him  of  the  goods  distrained, 
and  he  has  thereby  contracted  himself 
out  of  the  statute  so  as  to  prevent  his 
setting  up  that  we  have  been  wrong- 
fully   paid. 

Aikman  for  respondent  was  not  called 
upon. 

Irving,  J. A.:  I  think  this  appeal  must 
be  dismissed.  The  sheriff,  th-e  defend- 
ant in  this  action,  seems  to  have  been 
Impressed  with  the  idea  that  he  and 
the  bailiff  were  entitled  to  similar  sort 
of  poundage  Just  as  he  would  be  If  he 
were  sheriff.  That  is  a  misunderstand- 
ing of  his  position.  His  rights  here, 
as  bailiff,  are  governed  entirely  by  the 
Act  we  have  had  before  us,  chap.  65. 
That  statute  prescribes  certain  things 
on  which  he  shall  be  entitled  to  make 
certain  charges.  Section  21  of  that 
statute  declares  that  he  shall  not  be 
paid  for  anything  mentioned  In  the 
schedule  unless  actual  performance  shall 
have  been  made.  What  he  wants  to  do 
is  this,  he  wants  to  contend  that  he 
made  a  sale  of  the  property  because  he 
»»«  withdrawn,  Now  that  Is  not  a 
salf,  in  my  opinion,  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  schedule,  and  he  is  not  en- 
titled to  charge  It;  and  the  only  things 
that  he  Is  entitled  to  charge  are  these 
two  items,  the  fee  for  levying  varying 
with  the  amount,  and  the  man  in  pos- 
session. I  do  not  think  there  Is  any  fee 
provided  for  his  going  out  of  posses- 
sion.    That  Is  all  he  is  entitled  to. 

Martin,  J. A.:  I  concur.  It  does  seem 
somewhat  strange  that  all  this  large 
sum  of  money  could  be  recovered  for 
three  or  four  dollars.  I  think  he  would 
have  a  very  strong  case  to  have  that 
schedule  revised,  to  meet  this  sort  of 
thing,  or  else  he  should  have  to  have  a 
distinct  understanding  on  every  seizure 
that  he  should  receive  something  more, 
because  that  Is  surely  not  a  proper 
remuneration,  $2  for  possession,  where 
a  corporation  laborer  gets  |8  a  day. 
However,  that  la  beside  the  question. 
I  only  mention  that  to  show  that  I  am 
not  leaving  It  out  of  consideration. 

Oalllher,  J. A.:  I  agree  that  the  appeal 
must  be  dismissed. 

Irvlhg,   J. A.:    I   would   add   a   not*   to 
what  I  have  already  said,  namely,  that 
it    la   a   matter   for    the   Legislature   to 
remedy. 
Appeal  dismissed.

Wholesale 
dry  goods  travelers  are  doing  well  and 
there  Is  a  fair  movement  of  groceries 
and  hardware,  while  metals  are  In  brisk 
request  with  prices  firm.  Most  varie- 
ties of  leather  are  scarce  and  the  de- 
mand is  active.  The  grain  trade  con- 
tines  f-iow,  while  provisions  are  quiet, 
but   steady. 

Business  continues  fairly  good  in  the 
Hamilton  district,  with  more  seasonable 
weather  stimulating  a  demand  for  Win- 
ter goods.  Manufacturers  of  shirts  and 
underwear  report  prospects   favorable.
